JAPAN. 
YOKOHAMA. 

The present mail brings advices from this port to the 7th April. 
The outward mail of Feb. 12 was received in Yokohama on the 
5th April, with London telegrams to March 4. The Japan Times 
gives the following summary of the fortnight’s news :— 

We have to confirm with full particulars the strange rumour of 
important political change which we mentioned in our last. 
Authentic documents have come into our hands which place be- 
yond a doubt the fact that several of the pace: Daimios have 
ene their rank, independent power, rights as sovereign princes, 
lands and men, into the hands of the Mikado, with a view to cen- 
tralise and strengthen the Government of Japan, and to enable 
their country, as they say themselves, “ to take its place side by 
side with the other countries of the world.” This unexpected 
and extraordinary move has naturally excited great attention 
here, and will probably do so abroad. It appears almost incredibl 
but is none the less true, and there is no doubt that the result o 
the change will be of great benefit to the country, to the people, and 
to the Daimios themselves. The Mikado will be in Yedo in abouta 
month from this date, and the nobles have been summoned to meet 
him there. At this Council, this and other changes in the con- 
stitution will be brought forward by the Imperial Ministers and 
fully discussed. We are able to give translations of the docu- 
ments in which the Daimios make to the Emperor the offer we 
have mentioned, and in other columns have commented more fully 
upon it. 

Meantime, while Japanese politician ving the 
constitution of the country ja diecast domestic policy, they 
are leaving us Foreigners “out in the cold,” still siltecin from 
their neglect of, to us, the more important question of the cur- 
rency. Nothing has been done to improve our position in this 
respect since we last wrote, and trade remains, consequently, in 
the same state of languor and suspense. All speculative business 
is necessarily stopped, the native merchant being unwilling to 
per with coin which may be replaced in his next month’s returns 

y others of less purchasing power ; and little is done, therefore, 
except to meet actual, immediate wants. The Foreign Ministers 
are bard at work endeavouring to instil into the minds of 
their native colleagues sound principles of finance, and to induce 
them either to give some guarantee that they will not further de- 
base the coinage, or to call in the issue now circulating. But the 
accumulated debt incurred last year in putting down the northern 
rebellion and the present demand for money to extirpate the ex- 
Tokugawa pirates, press most heavily on the Mikado’s Government, 
and the need of funds is immediate and irresistible. The readiest 
way of paying their debts being the issue of a spurious coin, they 
ve doubt whether any re- 
monustrance setting forth the damage theyare doing to Foreign trade 
will have any effect upon them. Only, if they can be convinced 
that by raising the cost of living, by thus diminishing the purchas- 
ing power of the currency, they will raise also discontent among 
the people and imperil the existence of the Government itself, can 
we gain our objects, reform in the Mint and a revival of trade. 
But we have no warrant for believing that they fear any such re- 
sults ; the Government is far stronger than most people imagine, 
and a counter-revolution is nearly i | sea inly, no 
popular rising can ever be looked for in Japan. 

he sanitary condition of the settlement remains much the same 
as at the date of our last advices, typhoid fever being still preva- 
lent, but perhaps a little less violent. A scheme for the effectual 
drainage of the place has been proposed by Mr. R, H. Brunton, a 
civil engineer sent out by the British Government to erect light- 
houses for the Japanese upon the dangerous points of their coast, 
He estimates the cost of his drainage at the moderate sum of 
50,000 dols., and to-morrow the residents are going to meet, 
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to determine whether they will bear any share of this cost, 
instead of leaving the Japanese Government to pay the whole. 
The latter are bound to do it by their engagement as our land- 
lords ; but what is right is not always expedient, and as the Fo- 
reign Ministers do not seem inclined to try to get us any share in 
the administration of the heavy ground-rent we pay, unless we tax 
ourselves heavily over again for sucha privilege, we may have to 
ield. 

y These three subjects—the Daimios’ offer to the Mikado, the 
Carrency Question, and the Drainage Scheme—have pretty wel 
occupied our attention and thoughts during the fortnjght. The 
bir er has been variable, but the spring crops are looking very 
well. ‘ ; 





OHINA.

SHANGHAI. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT. ) 


Saananal, April 13, 1869. 

The English mail of the 12th February entered the harbour 
just as the outward steamer was leaving on the morning of the 
3lst ult. The telegrams brought extended to the 3rd March. 
On the following day we received telegrams via Kiachta and 
Tientsin to the 9th March. The French mail of the 19th Fe- 
bruary, with telegrams to the 16th March, arrived on the 7th 
inst., followed on the 10th by the American mail, with telegraphic 
news from Washington up to the 8th ult. All its European news 
had of course been anticipated. Yesterday a telegram to the 23rd 

. March was received via Kiachta. This was merely commercial. 
This afternoon, however, we received the London mail of the 26th 
February, with telegrams to the 19th March. On the lst inst. 
the Hvercst left this port, tea laden, for London. 

' Rumour is busy about the newspapers in Shanghai. It was 
said that the Recorder would be shut up at an early date, the 

- Supreme Court and Consular Gazette be annexed to the North 

China Daily News, and the latter change hands either by sale or 
lease. Two offers for a lease of the latter have already been re- 

jected, but I understand that a satisfactory offer has at length 

‘been made, and that the paper will for the future be conducted 
under the same management as heretofore. Meanwhile, the Re- 
corder has shown signs of greatly increased vitality. Mr. Tarrant, 
the well-known ex-editor and proprietor of the Friend of China, 
who has now for some months lived in retirement, has published 
an advertisement stating that, in consequence of Mr. C. T. Jones’s 
inability to fulfil the covenants of his lease of the I'riend of China, 
he (Mr. Tarrant) is “ constrained to enter on possession of the 
same.” Accordingly, on the 10th the first number of the new 
series of the Friend appeared, not, however, conducted in its old 
vigorous style. Mr. Jones has taken umbrage at Mr. Tarrant’s 
-action, and turning on the only person who assisted him during 
his difficulty with the British Government, he has published a 
yery offensive article reflecting on Mr. Tarrant’s personal appear- 
ance, journalistic ability, honesty, and so forth. From all this 

ou will see that, to say the least of it, newspaper property in 
ghai is in a transition state. Meanwhile, the Fvening Ex- 
press, hitherto conducted by Mr. Jones in the rowdiest possible 
style, has been brought to a stand. I send you an Express bearing 
on the matter. 

All the money necessary for the purchase of Mr. Wylie’s librar 
has been subscribed, and in aid of the “ public library” which 
mentioned two mails ago the English and German Dramatic Oorps 
have volunteered to give performances. 

The great staple English beverage is now brewed here, of excel- 
lent quality, and at very reasonable prices, by Messrs. Evans and 
Co., who during the season have sold between Shaughai and the 
outports over 50,000 gallons of beer. 

As an interesting item of local news I may tell you that garrot- 
ting, which a couple of years ago was quite a fashionable amuse- 
ment among the native rowdies, has recently been revived, a 
gentleman having been attacked by some natives on the evening 
of the 4th inst., nearly choked, and completely stripped. The ill- 
feeling towards Foreigners on the part of the native residents at 
Pootung, which exhibited itsclf in the assault mentioned in my 
Jast letter, has again been proved within the last few days by op- 
position offered to police arrests. The Recorder reports that on two 
rh pe occasions & policeman and a collector of sampan tax were 
obliged to beat a hasty retreat, as the appearance of the congre- 
gated villagers became threatening in theextreme. The Hongque 
side is also reviving its old evil renown, a sailor belonging to 
H.M:S. Zebra being now missing for some days, after having last 
been seen in company with some Manilamen and Chinese females 
resident in the American settlement. 

Yesterday a gunboat for the Chinese Government was launched 
from Kiang-nan arsenal dockyard. Nota single hitch occurred. 
The model was made by Mr. T. Falls, the superintendent, and 
drafted off by Mr. Lambert, and the vessel built under the super- 
intendence of Mr. H. Mainland. She will be propelled by a screw, 
and her measurement is 175 ft. over all, 166 ft. on the keel, 27 ft. 
8 inches beam, 12 ft. ae of hold, and of 560 tons measure- 
ment. Her engines, which have been made at the arsenal, are of 
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110-horse power, the cylinders of 36 inches in diameter and 26 
inch stoke, condensing, and the boiler pressure 40 lbs. to the square 
inch. She is to be armed with one 68-pounder, smooth bore, to 
be placed midships, four 24-pounders abaft, two 12-pounders for- 
ward and one 32-pounder, Whitworth, rifled, to be placed in the 
bow. - 

. An important case has been decided by the arbitration of the 
American Consul General. A British barque, the Anita, had been 
registered at Hong Kong in the name of a British subject, but was 
mortgaged to an American. On the death of the latter the former 
sold his interest in her to the widow of the mortgagee, who, in 
turn, transferred the vessel to Messrs. A. Heard and Co. for sale. 
On the 5th February last the barque was sold to Mr. Fobes, an 
American, on the condition of half purchase-money down, and the 
remainder on transfer, which the auctioneer promised should be 
on the day of sale or the day after. Meanwhile, an informality 
was discovered in Heard and Co.’s power to sell, and the transfer 
was not made until the 13th of March, although the purchaser 
made a formal offer of the remaining half of the purchase-money. 
The claim, then, was for damages for the loss of use of the shi 
during the interval, at the rate of 1,400 dols. per month—the rate 
at which a charter could have been effected immediately after the 
sale, and for the difference between that rate and the rate for 
which a charter could have been effected for four months at the 
time when possession of the vessel was received. Mr. Seward dis- 
allowed the first claim, but allowed interest at the rate of 12 per 
cent. on the purchase-money for the interval, and 300 dols. per 
month for shies months and a-half, that being the estimated 
difference in the rates of charter obtainable. 

An expedition has gone to the islands at the mouth of the Yang- 
tsze, with the view of selecting a place suitable for a sanitarium, 
or summer settlement. The great objection to any place in that 
neighbourhood is the prevalence of piracy. Only the other day 
& pilot named Hoar was wounded while gallantly rescuing a Chee- 
foo junk from six piratical vessels off the South Saddle. For 
this reason, as well as on account of the great difficulty of obtaining 
supplies, and the impossibility of landing at certain states of the 
wind and tide, the exploring party has reported unfavourably.

At a mecting of the North China Insurance Company, held on 
the 9th inst., the auditors were re-elected, and a further dividend 
of Ts. 1,000 on the shares in the old company was declared. The 
only Consular news consists in a rumour that Mr. Cooper is under 
orders to replace Mr. Gibson at Takow, and that Mr. Frazer, of 
Shanghai, has been ordered to Chinkiang. 

It has been announced that the Governments of Great Britain, 
France, and Russia have signified their approbation of the code 
of revised land regulations for the Anglo-American Settlement, 
subject, however, to the condition that the other treaty Powers give 
a like assent. Mr. Seward, the United States Coasal-Gencal. is 
believed to have supported the new regulations, and the approba- 
tion of the American Government may therefore almost be taken 
for granted. But Herr Tettenborn, the Prussian Consul, takes a 
different view, and hence there is little expectation of a favour- — 
able answer from the Court of Berlin. Thus, regulations now an- 
tiquated and ubviously unsuited to the requirements of the place 
are kept in existence because of the opinion of one gentleman as 
opposed to that of all reasonable Foreigners in Shanghai. The 
worst part of it is that Herr Tettenborn will neither support the 
new regulations nor acknowledge the old, and hence his nationals 
(or some of them) evade the payment of municipal taxes, and 
derive all the benefits of police supervision, lighting, &c., without 
being at the pains to pay for any of them. 

An interesting report on the I‘ormosan coal mines, written by a 
Mr. Knight, who has been for a considerable period a resident in 
Formosa, and published in the Shanghai Evening Courier, has 
attracted some attention. 

The North China Daily News has been made the victim of a 
practical joke, not worth mentioning but for the effect it is likely 
to have upon the home readers of that journal, Some facetious 
person at Tientsin sent it a copy of a Chinese paper, purporting

.to be a memorandum of the concession which the aative autho- 


rities were prepared and anxious to make at the approaching re- 
vision of the treaty. This was duly translated, and published 
with a flourish of trumpets. On examination, however, it turns 
out [that this valuable document is merely a free translation of 
the demands made by the Foreign framers of the Tientsin memo- 
rial to Sir Rutherford Alcock. 

Sir Rutherford Alcock’s reply to the private memorials on 
Treaty revision has just been published. In it he promises care- 
ful consideration of the views advanced, but he considers free in- 
land residence incompatible with exterritorial privileges. Some 
hope of securing the concession of subsidiary ports is held out, 
but the spirit of the whole‘document obviously is that no refusal on 
the part of Chinese to extend Foreign privileges will be made the 
ground of quarrel. 

The squeezes levied by the mandarins appear to be resented 

uite as bitterly by their own retainers as by Foreigners. A few 
ys ago three or four hundred gunboat braves were paid off at 
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Minhong, a village about twenty miles up the river from Shan- 
ghai ; ba 80 large a squeeze was levied that the braves took the 

unboats and salt depot in pawn for the balance of their claim. 

his step had the desired effect, and a steamer was immediately 
sent up from Shanghai with the necessary funds. 

- The Dunlop memorial window, subscribed for by the Freemasons 
of Shanghai as 2 monument to the late L. G. Dunlop, Esq., has 
been placed in the new church. 

From Ningpo we have received no news of importance, except 
an account of the death by drowning of Mr. F. K. Porter, who 
sank while bathing, late in the evening of the 3rd inst., at a place 
about five miles up the river from Ningpo. Mr. Porter was as- 
sistant and acting interpreter at H.B.M.’s Consulate, and was very 
popular among the community. His death cast a general gloom 
over the entire Settlement. 

From Hankow we have learned that H.M. gunboat Opossum 
left on the 26th March on its exploring trip up the Poyang Lake. 
On the 25th the Salamis, with Sir Harry Keppel on board, started 
for the Upper Yangtsze, having the Faust intow. The Salamis 
arrived on Good Friday, the 26th March, at Yohchow, that is to 
say, at the entrance to the Tungting Lake in Hunan, 130 miles 
from Hankow, and left on the following day for Ichang, 230 
miles further up the river. This is the last place accessible to 
the present style of stig steamers, and even to such native 
boats as are employed in the lower waters, On her way up, how- 
ever, the Salamis went on shore at Shasi, a distance of seventy 
miles from Yochow. We have received no particulars, further 
than that her rudder was broken by the shock. The Zebra has 

one to her assistance. The Hankow Spring Race meeting was 

eld on the 5th and 6th inst. 

At Kiukiang Mr. Edward Cunningham’s memorial on the revi- 
sion of the treaty, published in the Supreme Court and Consular 
Gazette of the 26th ult., has created little short of dismay. In the 
memorial Mr. Cunningham recommended the abandonment of 
Kiukiang, and the opening, in place of it, of Hukow, at the mouth 
of the Poyang lake. Several Kiukiang merchants have energe- 
tically protested against this, on the grounds of the inaccessibility 
of the town of Hukow, built, as it is, on a steep hill, the absence 
of native trade, and the loss on real property at Kiukiang. 

From Chinkiang private letters have been received, stating that 
the people, both there and at Yangchow, have cooled down again, 
and exhibit no symptoms of antagonism to the missionaries. 

Foochow advices announce that after an expenditure of half-a- 
million sterling, the one gunboat long promised to be launched 
from M. Giquel’s Imperial dockyard will probably be completed b 
the middle of May. No wonder the Chinese should be Pacer 
when this is the result of three years’ nominal work. 

The following has been communicated to the Evening Courier :— 

“ By last advices from Mr. Markham, H.B.M. Consul at Chefoo, 
dated from Tsin-hsien (about 380 miles from Chefoo), the 24th 
March, 1869, we learn that he had visited Keo-fio, in Shantung, 
the burial place of Confucius, and had had an interview with that 
sage’s representative, who is the duke, and ranks with Princes of 
the blood. Mr. Markham is the first Foreigner who has ever had 
audience with him. The place from which Mr. Markham writes 
is the birth-place of Mencius.” 





AMOY. 
(FROM A CORRESPONDENT.) 
Amoy, April;16, 1869. 

The grand topic of conversation here at this moment is the 
failure of a Mr. Pielago, a Spanish Coolie emigration agent, to ship 
off the coolies he has obtained for the plantations in Cuba. The 
sins of the Macao coolie traffic are being visited upon him. All 
Treaty powers by the Convention agreed upon by the high Chinese 
authorities and the Foreign Ministers in 1866 are allowed to take 
coolies from China under certain rules then drawn up. Mr. Pielago, 
I believe, has conformed to these rules, but, unfortunately, the ship 
he has chartered to take these coolies away is a Peruvian ship. 
Rumour, of course, said that these coolies would be sent to the 
guano islands of Peru, and that their chances of reaching Cuba 
are few. The Chinese authorities have declined to let the coolies 
go ina ship belonging to a non-Treaty Power, and Mr. Pielago 
stands to lose some 20,000 dols. 

The coolies there will be shipped off in a day or two in a vessel 
formerly under the Dutch flay, called the Padang Panjang. 

The coolie trade carried on by any nation is looked upon with 
suspicion, but that suspicion is increased ten-fold when a Spaniard 
engages init, and purposes to ship the men off in a hated Peruvian 
ship. I believe that the Commissioner of Customs and the Consuls 
of other Powers have had a great deal to do in putting the Chinese 
authorities on their guard, and it is to be hoped that they will ap- 
preciate this act of kindness. I know, however, for certain that 
the small mandarins do not, as palm oil has been freely used to 

et them to ship off the coolies in the Peruvian ship Macao, and 
t would have been done had not the Commissioner of Customs in- 
terefered. 

Two more houses have been begun on Koolangsoo, one for the 
firm of Jones, Scott and Muller, Shesisians and surgeons, and the 
other for the Rev. John Stronach, of the London Mission. 

The American clipper ship Surprise) left thison the z9th March 
for New York, with a cargo of tea. The’ Benefactor is loading for 
the same port. 
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The Amoy tea market closed a fortnight ago. 

The merchants of Amoy, wiser in their generation than their 
brother merchants at Foochow, Hankow, and other places, have 
held out for four months in spite of the immense quantities of 
tea that has been in the market, and which the dealers were most 
anxious to sell. The teamen here have been taught a lesson, that 
all Foreigners are not foolish enough to give them what they ask. 

A combination of the merchants at other places would prevent 
those serious failures that have of late years taken place among 
merchants connected with China. 

News from the Island of Formosa is most encouraging, the 
authorities and people are most respectful in their bearing and 
demeanour towards Foreigners, 

I fear that the saying of “ sparing the rod you spoil the child ” 
is only too true with regard to China. 

We are all anxious to see what is to become of tho Burlinghame 
mission ; if all matters have to be referred home and to be allowed 
to drag jtheir weary length slong, three years will land us in a 
glorious war. 

Let China be treated courteously and with consideration, let 
there be no bullying, but let every iniquity she commits be pun- 
refi promptly and on the spot. Centralisation has proved a 

ailure, 

Trade at this place is still very dull, owing to the mandarins 
continuing to eee ® war tax upon all Foreign trade. The high 
authorities at Peking are powerless to remove it, 50 they confess.

The coolie emigration matter is at a stand still. It is difficult 

et at the truth among so many rumours, 

he real history of the delay appears to be that the contracts 
of the coolies were made out in Chinese, according to the conven- 
tion ; but the Spanish translation of the same did not convey the 
same meaning. Fraud was suspected, and the case has been re- 
ferred to the Viceroy at Foochow. The affair is looking like an 
attempt to revive the Macao coolie traffic at this port. 

A few days ago the Emigration Agency House, where the 
coolies are assembled, ready to be shipped off, was carefully closed 
and padlocked, and the coolies kept in strict confinement, and 
they told certain parties, who were passing by, and saw them 
through iron bars, that they were detained there against their 
will, I will write further particulars next mail.

HONG KONG. 

From Hong Kong we have advices to the 20th April. The out- 
ward mail of Feb. 26 was delivered on the 8th of April, with Lon- 
don telegrams to March 19, but later news had been since received 
via Calcutta, viz., to March 21. There is not much local news of 
importance ; the following items are from the China Mail and the 
Overland Trade Report :— 


An armed band of thieves, variously stated at from twenty to 
fifty men, descended upon Sowkewan about one a.m. on the 18th 
instant, with the apparent intention of looting the village. Two 
Indian police constables, a Sikh and a Hindu, who were about a 
quarter of a mile this side of the village, saw the gang advancing, 
and at first thought they were lokongs; but, on learning their 
character, one of them fired his musket, and an immediate attack 
was made by the thieves. Sergeant Mahony, hearing the shot, 
bravely rushed out to the support of the constables, but was cut 
down and killed before he could use his pistol, his body being fear- 
fully hacked, and one thrust having cut through his heart. The 
Indians were meantime overcome by numbers, and at length left 
for dead. A large force of police was stationed in the village, 
under Inspector Anningson, and why he did not go to the su 
port of his three men is a mystery yet to be explained. Itis said 
that a police constable even landed from his boat in the harbour 
to discover the cause of the disturbance, but ran away on hearing 
the groans of poor Mahony, though he had five or six armed lokongs 
in his boat. The bravery of Sergeant Mahony and the bold front 
showed by the Indians undoubtedly saved the village from an 
organised scheme of plunder. Two men have been arrested by 
the police officials, who are most active in taking the necessary 
measures ; but the fact that so large a body of thieves could plan 
and nearly carry out such a scheme in concert does not say much 
for the police as a preventive force. 

The Colonial Surgeon’s report for 1868 shows Hong Kong to 
have been unusually healthy for that year, even when compared 
with that of London. 

The supposed murderers of the late Mr. Holworthy are com- 
mitted for trial at the next Sessions. 

Admiral Keppel has notified that the national distinguishing 
flag of Chinese war vessels, as recognised by H.M. naval authori- 
ties, will, pending a final arrangement, be a square, and not a 
three-cornered flag as previously described. 

We are pleased to notice that Mr. Jonathan Parsons, an old re- 
sident of Hong Kong, who leaves for home by the Pacific mail, 
has been presented with a silver tea service as a token of esteem 
by his many friends here. Mr. Parsons is one of the few men in 
the Kast who has ever been ready to help those in need. 

The case of “ Regina v. Saint” is not to be carried before the 
Privy Council formally ; but it has gone to Earl Granville, the 
Secretary for the Colonies, we presume for advice as to what shall 
be done with it, The nature of the answer may be very confi- 
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dently anticipated. It is not given to every Governor to meet 


with such an unhappy conjunction of circumstances as those 
which afflict Sir Richard MacDonnell. Just while he is in the 
thick of the unpleasant controversy about the gambling revenue 
there will be presented the other astonishing blunder to which he 
committed his Government. How gratifying these things must 
be to the unofficial members! There was one of their number 
who raised his voice against the first blunder, but all of them 
seemed to have sympathised with the last, in their “ representa- 
tive” capacities—that is, whatever may be their private opinions. 

The Hong Kong Association, so long hidden from the public 
gaze, has] during the last fortnight emerged from its obscurity, and 
gage to be taking active measures in connection with a revisal 
of the draft of the Building Ordinance of 1568, which has been 
referred to a committee who consulted the Association. The chief 
so in which it appears to require amendment are that it should 

e made more simple in its application ; that the clause providing 
that the Governor's leave should be obtained before erecting build- 
ings should be expunged ; and that the rulesas to buildings should 
not be made retrogressive, but that if there is good reason to be- 
lieve a building is defective, provision should be made for its being 
reported upon. 

The decision of the Judicial Committee of the Privy Council 
in the Min case seemed to take the public somewhat by surprise, 
and the matter has been the subject of some talk, which has been 
increased by the fact that, almost at the very time the news ar- 
rived, a sale took place of the furniture of Mr. Maclean, of Lyall, 
Still and Co., who figured so prominently, but unenviably, in con- 
nection with the proceedings. 

Two gentlemen, residents at Hong Kong, have started on a 
journey overland from Canton to Hankow. They expect to be ab- 
sent about six weeks, returning by steamer from Shanghai. 

The question of reviving the Asiatic Society here has been fur- 
ther discussed. It appears that there are some books belonging to 
the old Society that would form a neucleus for a Library, and it is 
expected some steps will shortly be taken in the matter. 

lonel Norman, C.B., of the 10th Regiment, now in Japan, who 
is the senior of Col. Gore by a few months, will, in consequence of 
the death of Major-General Brunker, take command of H.M.’s 
Forces in China and Japan, until a new general is sent out. All 
cape and documents will meantime have to be sent to Japan. 

r. James Russell, interpreter in the Colonial Service, and for 
some time Private Secretary to H.E. the Governor, has been 
appointed acting Police Magistrate in place of Mr. Goodlake. It 
ig understood that this selection has been made chiefly on account 
of Mr. Russell’s aquaintance with Chinese. He passed his exami- 
nation in that language out here in 1867. 


STRAITS SETTLEMENTS.

SINGAPORE. 

Dates from this port are to the 27th of April. The outward 
(French) mail of March 18 arrived out on the 19th April. The 
latest London telegrams received were to the 14th April, via Cal. 
cutta. We take the following summary of the fortnight’s news 
from the Straits Times :— 

There has been one meeting of the Legislative Council sizce 
despatch of our last, held on the 21st inst., at which several papers 
of interest, alluded to in the body of our journal, were laid on the 
table. One was a return of the number of opium and chandoo 
cases entered at the magistrate’s court during the past fifteen 
months ; another showing the terms on which the sea beaches have 
been leased. But the paper Jikely to attract most attention is a 
“return showing every sum paid out of the Treasury of the 
Settlements for travelling allowance, mileage, table money and 
other similar expenses during the year 1868 of the Government 
officers detailed in the estimates for 1869 under the head of 
Transport.” Weare unable to give more than the title of the 

aper, as recorded in the official minutes of the proceedings of 
uncil, as the paper itself has not been forwarded to us with the 
others; why, we have not been informed, though it cannot, we 
are sure, be the intention of the Executive to discourage a free 
examination by the public of a paper which has been laid on the 
Council table, and on the subject of which so much curiosity has 
been expressed. His Excellency formally announced to the 
Council the resignation by the Hon. Dr. Little of his seat in the 
Council ; nothing was said as to whether the resignation was ac- 
cepted or not, or, if so, what steps had been taken to appoint a 
successor. 

The Council now consists of only two un-official members from 
ye piel in place of four as formerly, or of five as was contem- 
plated by Her Majesty’s proclamation. The honour is not appa- 
rently coveted by the responsible men of the place, and several 
have declined the offer of it. In addition to the papers already 
enumerated, a return was submitted by command of his Excel- 
lency, showing the rents of the various revenue farms for the last 
ten years. 

Outside of the Council a good deal of political discussion has 
been awakened by the very able letter the Chairman of the Straits 
Association in London has addressed to the Secretary of State for 
the Colonies, under date the 12th March, on the subject of Straits 
grievances. While agreeing with the spirit of retrenchment 
which breathes through this letter, exception ig taken to the 
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rather radical measures by which it is suggested to inaugurate 
that retrenchment, viz. the arrest of further expenditure upon 
the new Government-house, and the sale at home of the 
steamer and steam launch ordered eighteen months ago. The 
former would clearly be an intemperate measure, and the reverse 
of aneconomy. The building has progressed too far to be cur- 
tailed in plan without marring it, and to come to a sudden halt 
and leave it unfinished would be to sacrifice all the money that 
has already been expended—by far the greater part of the cost. 
Regarding the new steamer, too, unless it be plain that its main- 
tenance will involve upon the colony @ seriously greater annual 
outlay than the Pezho, it would seem desirable—if we are to have 
a steamer at all—to have one specially adapted to our purpose 
rather than continue a makeshift. 





Commercial Report. 


STRAITS, CHINA AND JAPAN IMPORTS. 


YoKouHaMA.—There was still an almost entire absence of business in 
either cotton or woollen goods, prices being nominal and holders firm, 
This state of affairs had prevailed throughout the fortnight, the only ex- 
ception to the general depression having been Cotton Yarn, of which about 
1,000 piculs, chiefly 16-24, had changed hands at $45 to $46 per pical. 

Trenrsin.—The market for all classes of imported goods was reported 
to be very inactive. 

SHANnGHAI.—Cottons: The advance in Grey Shirtings noted in our last 
report had been lost, the market having declined about 3 candareens. There 
was little demand, and the business had been chiefly in resales. White 
Shirtings: The demand was less active, but prices were maintained. The 
supply was moderate, and importers were not anxious to sell. T-Cloths: 
To effect sales a slight concession on the quoted rates must be made, 
There had been a large speculative business in both English and American 
Drills. Dyed and Printed Cottons were in fairdemand. Woollens: Cam- 
lets were in better inquiry. Figured Orleans still found buyers. Metals 
—Lead: Prices had again given way a little ; notwithstanding{favourable 
advices from Hankow and Kiukiang, arrivals had been small, only 1,554 
piculs added to stocks, whereas 5,556 piculs had been exported. Nail Rod 
Iron: Demand for good assortments during the fortnight had been good, 
and sales on the spot had been effected at Tls. 2.45 to 2.50, whilst a fow 
invoices ‘to arrive" had been disposed of at Tls. 2.40 per picul. Stocks 
were much reduced. Bar Iron was much inquired after at Ts. 2.70 for 
best assortments. Coals: The market was still dull; sales of small lots 
of Cardiffs had taken place at Tls. 10.5, and a cargo of Australian had 
realised Tls. 7.8. There was some inquiry for Japans. The arrivals had 
been 868 tons from Great Britain, 306 tons from America, 2,062 tons 
from Australia, and 300 tons from Japan; in all, 3,036 tons, of which 
467 tons were to order. The following were the current quotations at 
departure of the mail:—Grey Shirtings, 7 lbs., per piece, Tls. 1.9.6 to 
2.0.2; 8.4 to 8.6 lbs., Tls.

Camlets, 
English, S.S., Tls. 12 to 12.6. Spanish Stripes, per yard, Tls. 0.5.5. to 
0.8. Medium Broad and Habit Cloths, Tis. 0.9.0 to 1.6.0. Iron, nail 
rod, small size, per picul, Tls. 2.3.0 to 2.4.0; fair to good assorted, Ts, 
2.4.5 to 2.5.5; Hoop, Tis. 1.9.0 to 2; Flat and Round, Tis. 2.6.0 to 
2.7.0; Lead, Tis. 5.9.0 to 6.2.5; Tin Plates, per box, Tis. 4.8. to 4.8;

Hanxow.—Throughout the whole of the interval the import market had 
been dull and inactive. Arrivals of cottan goods had been on a large scale, 
and heavy stocks were on hand. In woollens a moderate business had been 
done at about previous rates. Cotton Goods:—Grey Shirtings— Daring 
the early part of the fortnight sales to some extent were effected at Tis. 
2.25 to 2.32 per piece for 84 Ibs. goods. Subsequent heavy arrivals had 
caused prices to decline 5 candareens per piece, and the dealers seemed 
fully occupied in clearing their former purchases. Few sales had been 
made, and the market closed quiet at Tls. 2.02 to 2.05 for 7 Ibs., Tis. 2.21 
to 2.26 for 8} lbs., and Tis. 3 to 3.20 per piece for 99 lbs. goods. White 
Shirtings had continued in good demand, and a further advance of 5 can- 
dareens per piece was established. T-Cloths had been dull of sale, and stocks 
had greatly increased. Quotations were slightly lower. Drills: A few sales 
of English and Dutch makes are reported at previous rates. Fancy Cottons 
had been in fair inquiry at somewhat higher prices for most descriptions. 
Woollens and Worsteds :—Camlets—A good business had been done at 
about previous prices for assorted colours, with the exception of Scarlet, 
which had been sold at a decline of 1 to 2 mace per piece. Lastings had 
found buyers toa considerable extent, but prices were 1 mace per piece lower. 
Long Elis had been in little enquiry; quotations unchanged. Spanish 
Stripes continued dull; Medium and Broad Cloths had been saleable to 
some extent. Figured Orleans firmer, with few sellers at quotations. 
Metals: — Lead had given way in price, best brands being quoted up to 
Tis. 6.70 per picul, and the demand was very trifling. Quicksilver was in 
some request at Ts. 49.30 to 49.50 per picul. Tin—Small sales had been 
made at Tls. 25 to 25.50 per picul. Quotations:—Grey Shirtings—7 to 
74 lbs. per piece, Tls. 2.0.2 to 2.0.5; 84 Ibs., Tls. 2.2.1 to 2.2.6; 9 to 93 
lbs., Tis, 2.8 to 3.2. White Shirtings, Tls. 2.1.5 to 2.7.5. T-Cloths, 
Tis, 1.4.5 to 2.2.8. Drills—American, 40 yds., Tls. 4.1 to 4.2; English, 
40 yds., Tls. 3.9 to 4.0.5. Spotted Shirtings—White, Tis. 2.2.5 to 2.3 ; 
Dyed, assorted, Tls. 2.5 to 2.6.5. Brucades—White, Tls. 2.2 to 2.8.5; 
Dyed, assorted, Tis. 2.9 to 3.1. Damasks—White, Tis. 3.5 nominal; 
Dyed, assorted, Tls. 4.8 to 4.6. Chintz, Assorted, Tis. 1.4.5 to 1.8. 
Velvets—18 in. Black, per ward, Tis. 0.1.64 to 0.1.7; 22 in. Black, 
Tis.

FoocHow.—No sales of Manufacured Goods are reported. The under- 
mentioned sales of Lead were made in the early part of the interval, since 
when there had been some large arrivals, and prices wera tending down- 
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wards. The following transactions are reported :—430 piculs Lead at 
$9.50 to $9.80 per picul, against tea; 250 picnis Lead at $9 cash. 

CantTon.—A small sale of Grey Shirtings, 8.4 lb., say 500 pieces, had 
been made at $2.75. Prices for Metals and Quicksilver were rather lower. 
Nothing had been done in Ginseng. Both holders and native dealers were 
firm. Stocks small. Sales of Imports had been : —Lead, 400 piculs, at 
$8.10 to 8.20; Quicksilver, 50 flasks, at $67 to 67.50. 

Hone Kong.—The following is from Messrs. Olyphant and Co.’s Cir- 
cular, dated 19th ultimo:—Cotton yarn: Business has been much upon 
a par with that of the preceding fortnight, though prices from the com- 
mencement have been very firm; a further advance of $2.50 upon last 
figures was soon established, and in some instances increased rates have 
been demanded. Nos. 16-24 have again been easiest of sale, while the 
higher numbers have been taken but sparingly ; foreigners have been 
holding above the ideas of the Chinese, whilst the views of the latter 
have been more for price than quality. Piece Goods: Prices are much 
firmer, though operations have been smaller, and buying has been more con- 
fined to regular dealers. Grey Shirtings during the first of the interval were 
neglected ; but as stocks of 7 Ib., 9.8 lb., and 101b. had run very low, they 
soon recovered their favour, and these weights are now quoted 5cents dearer, 
with a strong demand for 7 lb. T-Cloths show a greater enhancement of 
values, and quantities offering are very limited; 6 to 7 lb., and 8 to 10 Ib. 
meet with very quick sale, the former at an advanceof 5 cents, and the Jatter 
of 10 cents per piece upon previous quotations. The small stock of com- 
mon kinds is held at very high figures. White Shirtings are also in very 
decreased supply, particularly 54 to 60 reed, which are much wanted; 64 
to 66 reed are in fair demand, and are 5 cents dearer; the finer kinds have 
been much sought after, and such makes as E.F. mark could be placed at 
$6.70 to 6.90 per piece. There are no Drills or Jeans on offer, but both 
have been inquired for at an advance; the only transaction has been a 
sale of 1,000 pieces Dutch “to arrive.” The shipments per Netty Merry- 
man, from New York, were not intended for disposition atthis, and will be 
sent on to Shanghai for sale. Woollens: The market is even duller than 
before. Scarlet and Assorted Long Ells have declined 10 cents, and the 
only kinds that at all maintain their values are the colours last advised, 
and the demand is very slack. Spanish Stripes are weaker, and not wanted. 
Lastings and Crape Lastings are without change. The inquiry for B.B.B. 
Camlets has sensibly decreased, and prices are weaker. Metals: Nail rod 
iron has been fairly taken, but shows no alteration in price: Hoop has 
been neglected, while Soft Bar has gone rather lower; Steel is still in 
good inquiry, and sales are readily made at an advance of 20 cents. Lead 
has ruled very quiet, and a reduction upon last quotations of 20 cents is 
noted. Such small lots of Tin as have come upon the market have been 
quickly taken at rates $2.50 to 2.75 higher; at present no parcels are 
offering. Quicksilver is rather firmer. Coal: Stocks have been fairly 
augmented, and prices have gone somewhat lower. Arrivals have been :— 
250 tons English, 1,198 tons Sydney, and 950 tons Cardiff. The only 
sale has been the cargo from Cardiff of 950 tons, at $10.75 per ton. Gin- 
seng: Transactions have been on a very limited scale, and holders 
still continue very firm; the only noteworthy sale has been one of 
14 casks of Crude, at $180 per picul. Some small odd parcels 
have been disposed of at irregular rates, not justifying other mention.

SIncAProrE.—The market had been quiet and business limited ; rates for 
Manchester staples were generally firmer. Grey Shirtings had advanced 
in value, 89 inch 8} Ibs. having been placed to a moderate extent at 
$2.874 to 2.90, and small sales at $2.92 per piece; 7 Ibs. were in demand, 
and the stock light, 6 lbs. wanted, and market nearly bare; 45 inch shirt- 
ings inquired for; none in first hands. Long cloths dull of sale. Madda- 
pollams inquired for, stock nearly cleared, prices firm. T-Cloths continued 
in brisk inquiry, good business, stocks much reduced, the lower weights 
nearly cleared ; large sales of superior qualities, quotations firmer. Dutch 
drills unchanged, stock light, and moderate inquiry. Grey Yarn of low 
numbers quiet, quotations unchanged. No.40s moving off slowly, inquiry 
slack. White shirtings of low and medium qualities in good demand, stocks 
much reduced, moderate business at an advance on last quotations, fine 
qualities in fair request. Imitation Irish linens in demand, stocks 
light. Maddapollams in moderate request. Cambrics No. 24s in moderate 
demand and several sales had transpired ; Nos. 15 and 16 selling slowly, 
and previous rates barely maintained. Figured shirtings dull. Metals: 
Bar Iron difficult to place, without erquiry ; Nail rod neglected, and no 
business had transpired; small sales of Hoop Iron and Swedish Iron. 
Lead in less active demand ; prices declined, owing to lower rates current 
in China. Yellow Metal firm and stock in first hands light. Brass wire 
of the coarser qualities wanted. Supplies of Tin Plates had come forward, 
but no sales were reported. Gunpowder unchanged; a few trifling sales 
had been made. Coals had declined in value; the market was very dull, 
and there was a heavy stock with both importers and consumers; several 
cargoes on the market.

Yorkousma,—During the early part of the fortnight more activity was 
experienced in the market, and settlements, principally for California, 
were 800 to 900 piculs, all of medium to good medium grades ; since the 
departure of the P.M.S.S8.

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Ibs., the market had again been quiet. Dealers continued firm, and prices 
may said to be a little higher; no change, however, is made in quotations, 
as the settlements had been effected as quoted. Arrivals were small, and 
stocks remained unchanged. The J. Godfrey had sailed with 839,287 Ibs. ; 
there was no vessel on the berth. Quotations:—Common, $19 to 28 
per picul; good common, $24 to 25; medium, $26 to 28; good medium, 
$29 to 32; fine, $34 to 37; finest $38 to 89; choice, $40 to 42, 

SHANGHAL—Black: Since the departure of the previous mail the 
greater part of the stock left has been cleared from the market at former 
rates, and only 4 chops remained. Settlements for the fortnight, 2,068 
chests ; stock, 4 chops, or 1,818 chests. Green: A fair business had been 
transacted, but prices showed no alteration. Settlements were: 9,898 
half-chests Moyune, at Tls. 24 to 41; 1,074 half-chests Fychow, at 
Tis. 21.7.6 to 23.5.0; 688 half-chests Pingsuey, at Tis. 28 to 88; and 
2,968 half-chests Shanghai-packed, at Tls. 22 to 28. Settlements for the 
fortnight, 12,922 half-chests; re-shipments on owners’ account, 1,206 half- 
chests ; stock, 14 chops, or 6,501 half-chests. 

FoocHow.—No change had taken place in the figures of stock, and no 
intelligence of moment had been received from the producing districts, 
whither most of the teamen had taken their departure, other than that 
the weather was still very favourable for the growth of the leaf. 

Canton.—Aboat 1,000 boxes Gunpowder had been settled for the 
Continent, but no offers were reported for the remaining stock on offer. 
The weather continued very unfavourable for the crop, and natives as- 
serted that a considerable portion of the leaf had been seriously injured. 
Masters were not expected to be placed on the market for several weeks. 


SILK. 

YorouamMa.—There had been a small business of about 800 bales done, 
the high Boo-value of the dollar having induced some silkmen to accept 
concessions varying from $80 to $50 on last nominal quotations, but it 
cannot be said that there was any general pressure to sell. The settle- 
ments had been replaced by the same amount of arrivals, leaving stocks 
unchanged in quantity, and as before chiefly of mixed and common 
quality. Settlements, Hank sorts, 150 bales; Oshu, 180 bales ; other sorts, 
bales; total, 300 bales. Quotations (all charges paid to London at ex- 
change 4s.

SHANGHAI.—The following is from Messrs. Skeggs and Co.'s report, 
dated 13th April:—The total business for the fortnight is estimated at 
about 600 bales, including 100 bales re-reeled descriptions; prices at the 
beginning were fully Tls. 10 higher, but any further upward movement 
has been checked by the advanced rate of exchange, and closing quota- 
tions may be considered on a par with those of last mail, thus leaving the 
cost in London 6d. per Ib. more against buyers. There are no settlements 
of well-known chops to remark. Nearly one-half of the shipments go 
forward on native and joint account with Foreigners, one large holder 
having reduced his stock by 250 bales in this manner, and a considerable 
proportion of the remainder has been in barter for woollen goods, 


STRAITS PRODUCE. 

SINGAPORE.—Business during the fortnight had been on a moderate 
scale ; there was not much alteration in prices, and there was a good de- 
mand for most articles of export. Transactions had been limited by the 
shortness of supplies. Gambier easier, contracts for about 500 tons re- 
ported at $3.074 to $3.05 per picul, and dealers were offering to sell at the 
lower quotation. Tin in active demand, supplies had been readily 
taken up at an advance on last ratea, chiefly for the American 
market. Black Pepper firmer, crop nearly exhausted and supplies very 
emall. White Pepper scarce, supplies had fallen off, and the price had ad- 
vanced. Sago Flour in fair demand; price rather easier, supplies small. 
Pearl Sago difficult to procure, and price advanced. Tapioca lower in 
value; inquiry dull, Coffee in demand; no supplies of Buntyne had come 
forward; Bally had been taken up at about previous rates. Hides in 
good demand, and rates firmer.

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STRAITS GRIEVANCES. 
(To the Editor of the London and China Telegraph.) 

Srr, — Your support of the deputation from the Straits Settlements 
to Earl Granville induces me to pen you a few lines on the subject of 
one of the three evils which the deputation brought to the notice of 
the Colonial-office. I refer to what you have so appropriately termed 
“the burlesque of a free Legislature ;” and without asking that a 
change should at once be made in the constitution of the Legislative 
Council of the colony in the choice and election of its members, let 
the Colonial-office equalise the number of the official and non-official 
members, and let the Council, as at present legally established, have 
fair play, without illegally, by secret orders, turning that Council to 
its own purposes, or, which is much worse, to those of the local Go- 
vernor, in framing laws which on their face purport to have been done 
freely and fairly by the advice and consent of the Legislative Coun- 
cil! ! and the Straits people may in the meanwhile mature their plans 
as to the non-official members being an elective body. 

The 2nd Clause of the 29 and 39 Vic., cap. 115 (which formed the 
Straita Settlements into an independent colony) empowered Her 
Majesty, by Orders in Council, to establish laws and ordinances for 
the colony, and the 3rd Olause enabled Her Majesty, by Letters 
Patent under the Great Seal, or by instructions under her Signet and 
Sign Manual, accompanying and referred to in such Lettere Patent, 
to delegate to other persons within the said Settlements the powers 
and authorities of making laws and ordinances, either in whole or in 
part, and subject to all such conditions as by such Letters Patent of In- 
struction Her Majesty should see fit to préscribe—witb a proviso that, 
notwithstanding any such delegation of authority, it should still be 
competent to Her Majesty in Council to exercige all the powers and 


authorities aforesaid. 

By Letters Patent, issued on the 4th February, 1867, Her Majesty 
delegated her powers and authorities to the Legislative Coancil, to 
consist of official and non-official members; by the 9th clause of which 
all questions brought before it are to be decided by the majority of 
votes, the Governor having an original vote, and also a casting one if 
the votes are equally divided. The 13th Clause declared all laws and 
ordinances of the Legislative Council to be null and void if disal- 
lowed by Her Majesty in Council or through one of her principal Secre- 
taries of State. 

Now, in no part of the Letters Patent (instructions accompanying 
and referred to in such Letters Patent there were none) is there any 
condition laid down that the official members are to vote as bid by the 
Governor or Colonial-oftice ; in no part was there any power given to 
the Duke of Buckingham to write a despatch, that “a member of the 
Government will, under all circumstances, support the Governor with 
his vote, and I trust in case he finds it impossible to reconcile such a 
line of conduct with his wishes or honour, he will not hesitate in re- 
signing his situation, and in the event of his acting contrary to these 
instructions I shall not be displeased to hear that the Governor had 
suspended him forthwith from the exercise of his official functions ;”— 
in no part was there the shadow of any right given to Earl Granville 
to say that “the official members, upon any important question or 
orders from the Home Government, would be bound to vote with the 
Governor{; but there are many questions not of such importance, where, 
as occurs in frequent cases in the House of Commons, the members of 
Government are free to pursue their own policy.” 

If the Act of Parliament and Letters Patent are to have efficacy 
they should be as binding, if not more go.‘on the Colonial-office and local 
Governor, as on others; and when the Letters Patent directed that all 
questions should be decided by the majority of votes, with a casting vote 
to the Governor, who would dream that the votes of official members 
(always a majority in the Council) were to be given compulsorily on 
the side of Government ? Who would dream that after an official member 
had taken his oath to act to the best of his skill and judgment, he could 
be compelled to forswear himself by any local Governor upon pain of 
being suspended forthwith to the high pleasure of a British Minister 
at home? Earl Granville, indeed, wished to soften down the meaning 
of the despatch of the Duke of Buckingham. But is the colony to be 
grateful and satisfied that when the Governor is indifferent to a par- 
ticular measure he may graciously permit the officials “ to pursue their 
own line of conduct,” but that in a case where a vital question to the 
colony is raised, they are to be gagged and forsworn, on pain of the 
high displeasure of himself and the Secretary of State, and suspension 
from office and salary? How refreshingly Earl Granville cites ag 
authority for such a practice the English precedent, “ where, as occurs 
in frequent cases in the House of Commons, the members of the Go- 
vernment are free to pursue their own line of conduct,” wholly wishing 
us, like babes, to overlook the great distinguishing feature between 
such a Legislative Council and the House of Commons, where the Mi- 
nistry exists only by the confidence of the other members of the 
House of Commons, and where each Ministry is formed of mem- 
bers whose political views are the same, and who are banded to- 
gether only so long as they agree to vote with and for each other 
when reqnired!! Men also of independent means. But in our 
Legislative Council the official members are men drawn from the 
highest permanent paid offices, salaried out of the Colonial Ex- 
chequer, and ought to give their counsel in the Legislative Chamber 
pure and undefiled for the benefit of the colony. How are the true 
merits of any particular measure, which the Governor or Colonial- 
office may desire to force through, to be thoroughly discussed, as being 
beneficial or iniquitous to the colony, if the majority of the members 
are to vote with their minds Chubb-locked under the present system 3 
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How exasperating must be the feelings of the unofficial members 
when they address themselves to the conscientious opinions and judg- 
ments of the officials, endeavouring to convince them, and inviting.a 
real interchange of ideas, to find, sitting after sitting, that they had 
better have spoken to the walls of the Chamber as to men whose 
minds were forcibly made up by the secret and underhand orders 
issued under the present system ! 

Now, in lieu of the Colonial-office sending secret orders to the Go- 
vernor for the official members to vote in one way, or of allowing the 
Governor himself, in an underhand way to force their votes to suit his 
views, why does not the Colonial-office act legitimately and boldly, 
in exercising the powers vested in Her Majesty in Council, whenever any 
particular measure is required to be ? and do not allow the local 
governor the power to interfere with the officials in the Legislature. 
On the contrary, knowing well the temptations besetting an offictal 
appointed to the governorship of a distant colony (even supposing him 
not to be a Sir Harry Ord), in whom much confidence is neceasarily 
placed by the Colonial-office, from whom secret reports on his subor- 
dinates are received, and who is vested with the power of marring their 
promotion, and tyrannising over them in their paid offices in petty 
ways, which only the mind of a Colonial Governor can fully enumerate, 
let the clause in question of the Dake of Buckingham’s despatch 
cancelled, and write a clear order enforcing on the officials the exercise 
of free opinions, speech, and vote on all questions, and forbidding them 
to secret interviews with the Governor on any measure to be legislated 
upon. Then all measures will be fully and frecly discussed ; a cordial 
feeling will spring up between the officials and unofficials, though the 
may differ in opinion ; and the Governor will study to bring forward suc 
measures as the Colony really require; the public will appreciate the 
Legislature, and, need it be added, the Colonial-office will be gainers 
by having the advantage of reading the free speeches of both officials 
and non-officials on every subject without losing the present power of 
vetoing any ordinance from the Colony, or of passing any other law by 
Her Majesty’s Order in Council. But the Governor's power of intér- 
fering with the well-being of the Colony will at least be swept away ; 
and, with all due submission to the Colonial-office, it will be found that 
it is really the Governor, and not the Secretary of State, in ninety-nine 
cases out of a hundred, who is the party blameable for the evils com- 
plained of. 

With a Government of such liberal and pare tendencies as the present 
one at home, surely the Straits Settlements may cxpect that their grie- 
vances will be examined and remedied in a proper spirit and by inde- 
pendent judgment, free from all Colonial-office traditions and humbug.

COURT OF QUEEN’S BENCH.—May 26. 


TAYLOR V. THE PENINSULAR AND ORIENTAL STEAM NAVIGATION 
COMPANY. 

This was the action by Colonel Taylor for injuries sustained by reason 
of his falling down the bullion hole of one of the company's steamers, 
in which he was a passenger. The case was tried at the last sittings 
before the Lord Chief Justice, when it appeared that Colonel Taylor 
came on board, while the vessel was loading, to look at his cabin, and 
going along the saloon he fell down a hole in the floor, called the 
bullion.hatch, into the hold below. There was nothing to denote the 
danger, and no one said anything to warn him of it, nor to awaken his 
particular attention, and as it was dusk he did not see the hole. He was 
seriously injured and permanently disabled, so that he had to retire on 
half-pay, and, of course, sustained considerable and permanent pecuniary 
damage, and the loss of all his fature prospects in life. The jury gave 

‘a verdict for £3,750. 

Sir J. Karslake (with him Mr. Watkin Williams and Mr. M’Leod), 
on the part of the company, moved for a new trial, on the ground that 
the verdict was against the evidence. He relied chiefly on the general 
state of the vessel while it was loading as enough to put the plaintiff 
on his guard, and that the accident arose partly negligence. 
ahead he had no right to be there at all while the vessel was 
oading. 

The Lord Chief Justice, however, intimated that he saw no reason to 
be dissatisfied with the verdict. The hole was in the floor of the saloon, 
the last place where anyone could expect it. The saloon was like a 
drawing-room, and who would expect a hole in the floor? As to the 
point that he had no right to be there, the steward told him to go, aid 
that his cabin was a certain number. 

Mr. Justice Mellor observed that the degree of care a man was bouad 
to exercise must in some degree depend upon the place in which he was, 

Mr. Justice Lush likewise remarked that there was nothing to warn 
the plaintiff or call his attention to the hole. 

Mr. Justice Hayes observed that the plaintiff's mind was naturally 
preoccupied with the position of his cabin, for the door of which he was 
looking, and a man whose mind was thus occupied might naturally be 
less observant of other objects, and thus it had happened to himself in 
going along to knock his head against a post. (Laughter.) 

After a long discussion, 

The Lord Chief Justice said he saw no reason to disturb the verdict. 
It was not hastily given, but after great consideration. 

Mr. Justice Mellor concurred. It was a question for the jury, and 
there was no snfficient reason for disturbing their decision. 

Mr. Justice Lush likewise agreed. The degree of care to be exer- 
cised in any particular place must depend upon the circamstanees, and 
therefore must be a question for the jury. 

Mr. Justice Hayes also agreed. It was, he said, eminently a question 
for the jury, as such questions must necessarily be.—Rule refused.

CORRESPONDENCE ON THE RECENT OPERATIONS 
IN CHINA. 

THs papers relating to the various outrages on British sub- 
jects in China, which were asked for some time ago by Colonel 
Syxes, have been published, and in another column we re- 
print four letters, two from Lord CLaREenpon to Sir RuTaer- 
FORD ALCOCK, ove from the Foreign-office to the Secretary 
to the ADMIRALTY, and one from the last-named official to 
Admiral Krrrz,. The bulk of the papers consists of the 
despatches received from China by the Foreign-office and 
the Admiralty, detailing the operations and the circumstances 
that gave rise to them ; but these are already so well known 
to our readers in China that it is needless to reproduce the 
letters describing them. It will be seen that with a single 
exception, namely, the action of Mr. Hout in reference to 
the outrage on British merchants at Banca, in Formosa, all 
the steps taken by both Consular and naval authorities in 
defence of their countrymen have met with the unqualified 
disapproval of the Home Government. 

In Lord CLARENDon’s despatch regarding the proceedings 
in connection with the missionary difficulty at Foochow his 
lordship takes it for granted that, had time been given them, 
the local authorities would have procured ample redress for 
the aggrieved missionary, and condemns Consul S1nowarr for 
‘inexcusable precipitancy ” in not waiting the result of 
the course “ which, on his representation, they might take.” 
So Mr. SincLair is to be “strongly censured” for what he 
did, and cautioned to be “more circumspect for the 
future.” Nothing could be better. Encouraged by the 
warm appreciation of a grateful country, Mr. SincLaIR 
will doubtless be found one of the most efficient officers 
in the Consular service at whatever port be may be placed ; 
besides it is expedient to inculcate in the Mandarins a proper 
degree of respect for British representatives, and what is 
more calculated to produce this effect than a perusal of the 
despatch above quoted, which is sure to find its way into 
Chinese hands with very little delay? Mr. Hour, who by 
good fortune, coupled with undeniable good management, 
managed to adjust the Banca “difficulty” without an 
actual resort to force, receives the commendation he 
so well deserves. Sir RuruerrorD Atoock speaks in 
high terms of the judgment and firmness displayed by 
him, and, in reply, Lord Ciarenpon fully endorses this 
praise, but specially grounds it on the fact that no force was 
employed, the Janus, which had been sent for, arriving after 
a settlement had been made. So we may infer that had the 
Chinese been just a little more obstinate, so as to prolong 
the dispute until the arrival of the gunboat, Mr. Hott and 
the commander of the Janus would have shared in the 
sweeping censures with which the present Government is so 
exceedingly “Liberal.” The tenour of the despatches sent to 
Sir R. Aucock regarding Mr. Grsson’s case is already known, 
but the letter from Mr. Hammonp to the Seorerary to the 
Apminatry exhibits the Forrien SzcrETaRY’s opinions in a 
very clear light. The Chinese Government is to be in 
formed that Mr. Gipson’s acts are “regretted and disavowed.” 
A more distinct invitation to the Mandarins to insult and 
outrage British subjects could hardly be conveyed, and they 
will not be slow to avail themselves of it. 

The last of the series of letters we publish refers to the 
operations by the Algerine at Namoa. That portion of it 
which points out that every vessel stigmatised as a pirate by 
a Chinese informer may not prove to be one, is by no means 
without reason. But here again we have a most absurd

opinion expressed, that “ when a number of armed vessels 
fire on one of Her Maszsty’s ships,” rather than show their 
papers, that is not to be considered evidence of piracy ; and 
this is followed by instructions that “their fire is not to be 
provoked.” That is to say, no junk is to be called upon by 
our cruisers to show her papers, as, if “ provoked” by being 
so called on, she is justified in firing into the gunboat, and 
even then (so we infer from the despatch) her fire is not to 
be returned! If this system is to be carried out there is an 
end to all hopes of keeping piracy in subjection. 

Sir Henry Keppe is. far too energetic an officer to suit 
the GLapsTONE-CLARENDON-BriagT combination that now 
rules the destinies of England at home and abroad. As 
they could hardly, in common decency, recall him, they have 
hit upon an admirable expedient to get rid of him—namely, 
to disgust him with his position and then tell him he need 
not stay if he doesn’t like it. We read in the Army and 
Navy Gazette that Sir Henry is expected to return to this 
country, ‘as the Admiralty have given him the option of 
doing 80, if agreeable to himself.” We should think the 
delightful series of despatches he has lately received will 
have made his present command anything but “ agreeable,” 
and we shall not be surprised to hear that he has availed 
himself of the “option” so gracefully accorded him; in 
which case it seems likely that the China station will be 
given to Vice-Admiral Henry KE..etrt, C.B., lately Admiral 
Superintendent of the dockyard at Malta. 

By the way, one of the letters from Admiral KEppst, pub- 
lished in the Parliamentary paper now before us, contains a 
distinct corroboration of the views we recently expressed as 
to the true origin of Chinese hostility to foreigners. Sir 
Henry asserts the necessity of activity on the part of the 
naval force in China, which he considers is the only means 
of preserving our Treaty rights, “as the constant outrages 
“ are clearly to be traced to the instigation of Government 
“ officials.” If there is any truth ina report that lately 
reached us by telegraph that “a high Chinese official at Peking 
has slapped the face of the French Ambassador,” our own views 
and those of Admiril Kreppet as to the real feelings of the 
official class will have received an unexpected confirmation. 
But the French official journals repudiate the telegram as 
altogether “ sensational” and unfounded. 





Tug telegram above alluded to, dated Hong Kong, April 
28, conveys a belief that “the Peking Government is in 
great fear of further encroachments by Russia.” If this be 
true, the most sensible policy on the part of the Peking Go- 
vernment would be to cultivate friendly relations with Eng- 
land and France. 


Somewuat late in the day, The Times notices Mr. ANDREW 
Witson’s work on the Taiping campaign, entitled “ The 
Ever-Victorious Army.” A generally favourable review of 
the volume concludes as follows :—“ The Chinese Govern- 
“ ment bestowed all kinds of honours on Gorpon for these 
“ achievements, and he received several flattering addresses 
“ from the British residents at Shanghai and elsewhere. Eng- 
“land might do well to follow this example. Such officers are 
“ not always to be found, and Gorpon’s services were of real 
“importance. . Our object has been to direct atten- 
“ tion to the gallant deeds of a most promising officer, which, 
“ though not sufficiently appreciated, were most valuable to 
“ English interests in the Far East at a critical juncture ; 
“and it is for this reason we notice a book which, if imper- 
“ fect in some respects, does justice to Gorpon and his ex- 
“ ploits.” The words italicised exactly confirm the opinions 
we expressed when reviewing the book on its first appearance. 


At last the English Government has formally made repara- 
tion for the almost insulting neglect with which it has 
hitherto treated the restored dynasty of Japan. We have 
frequently pointed out the absurdity of the system whereby 
our Home Government still affected to treat the SHiocoon 
as the de facto Sovereign of Japan, long after the supremacy 
of the Mixapo had been clearly manifested. We now read 
in the Gazette that an Order in Council has been issued re- 
vising the order of March 9, 1865, which made provision for 
the » xercise of jurisdiction in Japan. For the future, wher- 
ever in that order reference is made to the “ Tycoon” of 
Japan, such reference is to be held to apply to the Mikapo. 
It is 80 long since the Shiogoonate was suppressed that the 
order reads like an anachronism. But “better late than never.” 
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FRENCH REPORTS ON SILK. 


THe repeated failures in the silk producing districts of 
France, and, indeed, of all Europe, render the present season 
& very anxious one for the silk interests. The Lyons and 
other markets continue to be very flat, and the little business 
done has been principally in Asiatic silk. At Lyons, during 
the third week in April, the conditioners passed in round 
numbers 50,000 kilogrammes of silk, of which 19,500 
organzines, 14,000 trames, and 16,500 raw silk. At Mar- 
seilles prices suffered a slight reduction ; the conditroners of 
that port examined only 28 bales, 1 from Italy, 8 from 
Brousse, 6 from the Levant, 1 from China, with 12 sample 
packages ; 10 bales from China were also weighed, their total 
being 477 kilogrammes. At Valence good silk becomes more 
and more scarce, while lower qualities are not in demand. 
Like reports from the Ardéche and other districts. At the 
public sales of eggs which occurred at Lyons there were 
plenty of buyers, but holders were compelled to sell at low 
figures, the sheets fetching various prices, from 1 frano to 25 
centimes. 


This month the case is much the same, holders and buyers 
wait the result of the hatching to form an idea of the coming 
crop of silk. The quantity of silk conditioned at Lyons 
during the last week of April amounted to 54,780 kilos. 
At Marseilles only 1 bale from the Morea was announced as 
sold. Cocoons fetched low prices. Good silk wanting ; waste 
silk refused. The silk examined by the conditioners consisted 
of 4 bales from Brousse, 3 from the Levant, 7 from China, 
with 27 sample parcels, making a total of less than a ton. 
Besides these, 13 bales of Chinese silk were weighed and re- 
ported at 606 kilos. 


From the Var the reports were bad, the mulberry leaves 
being sadly bitten by the March frosts, and the new shoots 
promised little good ; it is expected that the trees will have 
to be stripped twice, which of course weakens them excessively. 
The eggs, too, had turned out badly, many having been hatched 
during the warm days of February, when there were no leaves 
for them. There was a public sale of silk at Lyons in the 
first week of May, when the following goods were offered :— 
373 raw Japanese silk, 56 raw China, 62 trames of China, 13 
organzines China, 24 raw tsatlee, respun, 35 Setchuen, 14 
Taysaam Kahing, 282 Tsatlee, 277 Hamin, respun—in all 
1,092 bales. There was little interest excited, and the prices 
attained were below the official minimum quotations, At 
Marseilles, between the Ist and 7th inst., there were entered 
only 4 bales of Levant silk, with 24 sample parcels, and 
2 others, altogether 357 kilos. Cocoous sold, 1,500 kilos. 
Calamusa, f.28.25. 1,900 kilos. Syrian, 28 francs. 500 
kilos. Panderma, f.32.50. 1,000 kilos. Japanese, 17f. The 
general accounts of the worms are, that the imported eggs 
have done well, but not those of the second generation, and 
that the mulberry leavés are in good condition. Accounts 
from Italy good, but those from Spain unsatisfactory. 


THe inauguration of the Suez Canal stands for the 16th, 
17th, and 18th October, and the departure of the boat from 
Marseilles on the 9th of that month, to arrive {on the 13th 
or 14th. The French Government is said to have under- 
taken the task of inviting a certain number of representa- 
tives of the press to assist at the opening of the great 
water-way. Once in Egypt the visitors will be the guests 
of the Viceroy ; a complete caravanseray will, it is said, be 
arranged for their accommodation, as well as asses and 
camels for such excursions as they may choose to make. 
In addition to this a very comfortable boat is now being 
completed to carry the visitors up the Nile and give them 
an opportunity of visiting Upper Egypt ; the vessel is named 
the Ark of the Alliance. The Viceroy will, we are told, 
act the host right royally, and everything may be expected, 
say the journalists, of a prince who stored the lockers of the 
boat in which the Prince and Prinéess of Wa.es ascended 
the Nile with “20,000 bottles of Claret.” The company of 
the railways of Upper Italy are organising a trip to Egypt 
on the occasion of the inauguration ; it is to last twenty 
days, and everything required by the voyagers is to be sup- 
plied at fixed and very moderate rates. The ngers will 
embark at Brindisi on board the two best boats belonging to 
the company, which, it is added, will be the first vessels to 
enter the Suez Canal on the opening day. 
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THE BRINDISI ROUTE. 

A report recently made by Captain Tyler to the Board of Trade 
on the facilities afforded for communication with India and the 
East by the Brenner Pass and the Brindisi route, is published in a 
Parliamentary paper. Oaptain Tyler states that considerable pro- 
gress has been made in the construction of the harbour at Brindisi, 
and a new hotel, which is being built by the railway company, 
will probably be completed in six months. The Italian Govern- 
ment are about to undertake the construction of docks, and all 
the works in progress would be expedited if there were any im- 
mediate prospect of the employment of the harbour for regular 
Indian mail steamers. The port of Monopoli, Captain Tyler con- 
siders, would be a superior point of departure for the mails as re- 
gards salubrity, but it cannot be considered asa rival port with 
Brindisi for the accommodation of steamers of a large class ; and 
travellers need have no hesitation in resting en route at the new 
hotel at Brindisi, now in course of construction, provided it be 
managed as intended, with a view to their comfort in all respects, 
and at fixed and moderate charges. The Brenner Railway, which 
Captain Tyler has recently travelled over, has, he thinks, nothing 
exceptional about it to prevent it from being worked in much the 
same way as any other railway, and he believes that an express 
service may be performed, as far as this line is concerned, with a 
high degree of regularity. The total distance from London to 
Alexandria by the Brenner route (via Ostend, Cologne, Augsburg; 
Munich, Brenner, Verona, and Brindisi) Capt. Tyler calculates 
would be about 150 English mileslonger than by the Paris and Mont 
Cenis route ; but as regards time there would be very little differ- 
ence. The time occupied by the Brenner route is estimated at 
150 hours, by the Mont Cenis route, 1504 hours, or 147} after t e 
Mont Cenis tunnel is completed. Either service, if carried out, 
would effect a saving of 30 hours over the Marseilles route, but 
practically the time saved as regards letters from this country 
would not be more than 24 hours, because the Indian mail now 
leaves London on Friday evening, and as the General Post-oflice is 
closed on Sunday, the latest time for the postage of letters would 
be Saturday evening. As the arrangement for despatching the 
mails on Friday evenings was settled after much deliberation with 
reference to the convenience of those principally interested, the 
more immediate practical benefit to be anticipated by the adop- 
tion of either of the Alpine routes would, as far as letters are con- 
cerned, be the possibility of sending a supplementary mail 24 
hours later than the mail via Marseilles. All these routes, Captain 
Tyler observes, may, however, be only provisional ones. The line 
by Constantinople and the Valley, and over the Greek frontier to 
Cape Shorium, so near to the Suez Canal, have yet in process of 
time to be constructed, and the hope of the Indian traveller of the 
next generation, chimerical as it may appear to many at present, 
must be nothing less than to pass dry-shod from London to Bombay, 
through a submarine tunnel from Dover to Calais, through Europe 
by railway, over the Bosphorus by a bridge, and forward by rail- 
way down the Euphrates Valley, and round the Persian Gulf to 
Bombay. 


OFFICIAL CORRESPONDENCE ON THE OUTRAGES 
IN CHINA.

Lorp CLARENDON TO Siz R. ALocock. 
“ Foreign-office, April 23. 

‘* Srrn,—Her Majesty's Government have received from Vice-Admiral 
Sir H. Keppel copies of a correspondence respecting certain proceed- 
ings of Her Majesty’s consular and naval officers in support of the 
claim of the Rev. Mr. Wolfe, a missionary, to a piece of land purchased 
by him for the use of the mission at Sharp Peak Island, near Foo- 
chow-Foo. The papers forwarded by Sir H. Keppel supply the only 
information that has reached Her Majesty’s Government on the sab- 
ject ; but they are sufficient to enable them to judge of the consul's 
proceedings, which I have to inform you are entirely disapproved, ex- 
cept in so far as relates to his application to the local authorities. 
Those authorities, it appears by Consul Sinclair's letter to Lieutenant 
Keppel, of January 19, were perfectly ready to obtain redress for the 
missionary, and it was inexcusable precipitancy on the part of Consul 
Sinclair not to await the result of the course which, on his representa- 
tion, they might take; and even if that had been unsatisfactory, the 
case was not one calling for forcible interposition on the part of the 
Consul, or of the naval officer whom he instigated to apply it, without 
direct reference to Peking. The Consul’s measures had a direct ten- 
dency to provoke, without sufficient cause, collision with the Chinese 
authorities and people; and I have to instruct you strongly to censure 
Mr. Sinclair for what he did, and to caution him to be more circum- 
spect for the future.—I am, &c., “‘ CLARENDON.” 


Lop CLargNpon To Sir R. ALcoog. 
“ Foreign-office, Feb. 17. 
*¢ Sm,—I have received your despatch of the 30th November, en- 
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closing copies of correspondence with Mr. Holt, in regard to the out- 
rage committed on Messrs. Kerr and Bird, British subjects at Banca, 
and reporting the steps he had taken with a view to obtain reparation 
from the Chinese authorities for that outrage. I have to instruct you 
to inform Mr. Holt that Her Majesty’s Government approve his con- 
duct in this matter; and it is a great satisfaction to Iler Majcaty’s 
Government to think that by his judicious management he had suc- 
ceeded in obtaining redress without employing force, which was not 
called for by the state of affairs when Her Majesty’s gunboat Janus 
arrived, immediate danger being at an end, and the matter, therefore, 
being one for which redress was to be obtained at Peking.—I am, &c.,

Mr. HamMMOND TO THE SEORETARY TO THE ADMIRALTY. 
“ Foreign-office, Feb. 23, 1869. 


‘¢Sra,—As among the papers enclosed in your letter is found Mr. 
Gibson’s Report of the 18th of December, to Sir Rutherford Alcock on 
the subject, Lord Clarendon considers that he is sufficiently well-in- 
formed to admit of his at once making known to their lordships 
his opinion, and he is compelled with regret to say that it is wholly 
unfavourable, whether as regards the conduct of the acting Consul or 
that of the naval officer, save as regards the operations of the latter 
considered in a professional point of view, the appreciation of which he 
must leave to the Board of Admiralty. There was clearly no occasion 
for these two subordinate authorities to commit any acts of hostility 
whatever; any danger to life or property was, for the time at least, 
at an end, and had been so for many weeks ; the question at issue was the 
amount of reparation which might be due, to be ascertained by local in- 
quiry ; and any remissness on the part of the authorities to afford adequate 
reparation was a matter for discussion between Her Majesty's Minister 
and the Chinese Government at Peking. and not one to be adjusted by 
& precipitate recourse to reprisals by a subordinate civil or naval officer. 
Lord Clarendon will convey this opinion to Sir Rutherford Alcock by 
the next mail. The Lords of the Admiralty will see that his lordship 
strongly disapproves of the proceedings on the part of the British 
officers concerned, and he sincerely trusts that the instructions recently 
sent to China by their lordships and by himsclf will prevent the recur- 
rence of these unnecessary acts of violence. Equally reprehensible, in 
Lord Clarendon’s view, are the many particulars stated in the corre- 
spondence, and to which his lordship’s attention is pointedly called in 
tar letter, whether as regards the guarantee of 40,000 dols. demanded 

y the Commander of the Algerine and afterwards returned by him, 
or to the two sums of 5,000 dols. each, one under the title of indemnity 
for expenditure of warlike stores in attacking the Chinese fort, the 
other under that of prize-money, which were exacted from the Chinese 
authorities. Lord Clarendon considers that these last sums should be 
immediately returned to the Chinese authorities; and Sir Rutherford 
Alcock will be instructed to apprise the Chinese Government that the 
conduct of the British officers in exacting them ia regretted and dis- 
avowed, and that orders have been given for the restitution of the 
money.’

THe SECRETARY To THE ADMIRALTY TO VICE-ADMIRAL Sm H, 
KRpPRgL. 
‘¢ Admiralty, Mareh 18, 1869. 

‘“ Smz,—I have laid before my Lords Commissioners of the Admi- 
ralty your letter of the 24th January, relative to an action between 
the Algerine and thirteen armed junks off Namoa Harbour, in June 
last, and requesting instructions as to the course to be pursued in the 
event of any further instances of Chinese opium smugglers firing on 
Her Majesty’s ships. It is well known to the officers employed in Her 
Majesty's ships on the coast of China for the suppression of piracy that 
there are large numbers of well-appointed armed ships engaged in 
smuggling opium, which will not allow the Chinese officials to board 
them. It may easily be understood that a Chinese mandarin on board 
one of Her Majesty’s cruisers would be readily disposed to use the 
opportunity of boarding and seizing such ships. These considerations 
should render an officer doubly cautious before he begins an action 
with vessels which may be wholly innocent of piracy. Not to return 
the fire would no doubt have required the presence of an officer of 
great temper and sagacity. It appears from Lieut. Domvile’s letter of 
15th January, 1868, that he succeeded in cutting off one of the Chinese 
junks, and that he boarded her, and with the mandarin examined her 
papers, which were apparently correct. The captain also stated that his 
was a merchant junk, and it is not stated that his story was disbelieved. 
If his story was true, it is clear that the other junks in his company 
were not pirates; but after this incident Lieutenant Domvile com- 
menced a sanguinary engagement, pouring in grape at close quarters 
as he passed three times cown the line, which, he adds, ‘told with 
fearful effect.’ The junk captured was proved, on trial at Hong Kong, 
to have been a trader, and was consequently released. Looking to the 
foregoing considerations, my lords have no hesitation in expressing 
their inability to concur with that part of your despatch which lays it 
down that ‘when a number of armed vessels fire on one of Her Ma- 
jesty’s ships on the high seas, rather than permit their papers to be 
examined, the act is prima facie evidence of piracy.’ Chinese mer- 
chant vessels are by Jaw entitled to navigate the high seas armed with 
heavy guns. You will, therefore, give orders that Chinese vessels are 
not to be attacked, or their fire provoked, unless from previous infor- 
mation, or other unmistakable grounds, there can be no reasonable 
doubt that the ship is engaged in piracy. Such an cvent as the one 
described in this correspondence must be a great discouragement to 
native trade on the coast, and must justly cause ill-will between the 
merchant junks and Her Majesty's ships engaged in suppressing piracy. 
You will take the earliest opportunity of making the officers under 
hay command acquainted with the remarks and instructions of their 
ordships.”’

At.the meeting on the }8th inst. of the proprietors of the Char- 
tered Mercantile Bank of India, London, and China, the directors, 
report was adopted. The net profits for the year amounted to 
£123,376, out of which £45,000 has been paid in two half-yearly 
dividends, equal to 6 per cent. per annum. The surplus profits of 
the year, together with £9,355 brought from special reserve, have 
been appropriated to the extinction of the greater portion of the 
losses caused by the crisis of 1866. The board propose increasing 
the dividend of the current twelve months. 

The biddings for £350,000 in bills on India were held on the 
19th instant at the Bank of England, and the amounts allotted 
were to Calcutta £329,000, and Madras £21,000. The minimum 
price was fixed at 1s. 10gd. both on Calcutta and Madras, bein 
a reduction of 1 per cent. No tenders on Bombay were invited. 
Tenders at 1s. 104d. will receive about 89 per cent.; those above 
that price in full. These results show a considerable diminution 
in the demand for means of remittance to the East. 

At an adjourned meeting of the creditors of Mr. Charles Ben- 
nington, manufacturer, of Blackburn, an offer to pay 10s. in the 
pound was accepted; the instalments to consist of 5s. in three 
months, 2s, 6d. in six months, and 2s. 6d. in nine months, the last 
two instalments to be guaranteed. 

On the 4th inst. the steamer Japan sailed from San Francisco 
for Hong Kong, via Yokohama, with 1,334,000 dols. in treasure, of 
which 458,000 dols. are for Yokohama, 21,000 dols. for Hiogo, 
263,000 dols. for Hong Kong, and 192,000 dols. for Shanghai. 

The Council of India will receive tenders on the 2nd proximo 
for bills on Calcutta and Madras to the amount of £325,000. 

The report of the British Indian Submarine Telegraph Campany 
(Limited) states that the whole of the capital required from the 
public—viz., £550,000—has been subscribed ; that the order for the 
cable has been given to the Telegraph Construction and Mainte- 
nance Company, and the first payment of £50,000 made to them, 
as provided by the contract ; that 250 miles of core have been 
completed, while about 500 miles are in the various stages of manu- 
facture, and that there is every reason to believe it will be com- 
pleted within the contract time. With regard to the prospectus 
issued in March last of a proposed “direct English, Indian, and 
Australian Submarine Telegraph Company,” to lay light cables 
between England and the East, it is mentioned that “the scheme 
has been withdrawn and the deposits returned, so that the threat- 
ened opposition is at an end.”

THE CHARTERED MERCANTILE BANK OF INDIA, 
LONDON, AND CHINA. 


The eleventh annual meeting of the shareholders of the Chartered 
Mercantile Bank of India, London, and China, was held at the bank- 
ing-house, No. 65, Old Broad-street, on the 18th inst. Mr. G. G. Nioot, 
chairman of the company, presided. 


The CaargMAN, in moving the adoption of the report, said that the 
accounts of the general balance-sheet did not show many changes for 
the past year. There was, however, the same evidence of progress, 
which would, he hoped, be considered satisfactory. He was happy to 
gay that since the lat of January that progress had sonlinued: and 
there had been an increase of about £250,000 in their deposits since 
that date. They were always inastrong position, not only at their 
head office, but at their branches, in having a large available source of 
revenue to meet all demands upon them. The bills, deposits, and 
loans were all of the most satisfactory character. Their assets were 
now almost entirely bills of exchange, and there was not one of them 
of which they had theslightest reason to feclany doubt. With respect 
to the profit and loss account, it had during the last half-year fallen con- 
siderably short. The shareholders were aware how very unfavourable 
business had been during that half-year. He hoped that they had now 
turned the corner, and if there were a good harvest during the present 
year they would easily bring the bank up to the position which they 
desired to sce it occupy. The produce markets of India and China 
had been very bad during the last year or two, and that had affected 
them of course unfavourably. Under the conditions of their deed of 
settlement they had set apart a sum for the special reserve fund, making 
that reserve fund £150,000. The point which would, perhaps, be moat 
interesting to the shareholders would be the amount they had written 
off of bad debts during the previous year. They were disappointed that 
they had not been able to make larger provision than they had been 
enabled to do, but that arose from two reasons —the bad half-year which 
they had had, and the liquidation of estates not coming up to their 
consideration. Still, they had wiped outa large number of accounts, 
and the amount was now brought within such a moderate compass 
that they felt no hesitation at all in giving the shareholders an assur- 
ance that they need not be under the slightest apprehensions as to 
this point. Asa proof of the confidence of the directors on that 
point, they did not hesitate to announce to them that it was their 
intention, on the Ist of July next, to make a moderate increase of the 
dividend. They had been pursuing a very cautious policy, and they 
regretted much that they had not been able to increase the dividend 
before; they had now, however, no hesitation in doing it, and they 
were the more induced to do so because of the patience and forbear- 
ance with which the shareholders had acted towards them in the past, 
and they therefore thought that they were entitled, now that matters 
were getting into smooth water, to participate in the legitimate profits 
of the bank. They would continue to follow that policy, and to keep 
gradually increasing their dividend. Until the reserve fund was raised 
to £250,000, however, they would not increase the dividend beyond a 
moderate amount. (Hear, hear.) It was necessary that in the first 
place their reserve fund should be increased, but at the same time con- 
sideration was due to the shareholders, and they must try to attend 
fairly and properly to their present as well as to their future interesta. 
In conclusion, he had merely to observe that it had been brought to his 
notice that a report had been put in circulation to the effect that the 
bank had sustained aloss by the failare of Messra. Morgan, Melbourne, 
and Co. He had to give the most unqualified contradiction to that 
report, the account of Messrs. Morgan, Melbourne, and Co. with the 
bank having been closed two years ago. 

A SHAREHOLDER asked what was the amount of the bad and doubt- 
ful debts, and the question was reiterated by Mr. R. Roberts and one 
or two other shareholders, to which Mr. T. N. Garraway and several 
others said they hoped that the Chairman would not answer the ques- 
tion, and expressed the utmost confidence in the board. 

The CHAIRMAN said the loss would certainly be under £100,000, but 
it would be over £5:),000. 

The motion was then put, and unanimously carried. 

The CHaigMAaN moved that Mr. James Joseph Mackenzie be elected 
8 director, in the room of Sir Frederick Halliday, resigned. 

Dr. THom said he had no objection to Mr. Mackenzie, but Mr. 
Mackenzie was one of the auditors last year, and in consequence of the 
death of Mr. John Smith became sole auditor, and he audited the ac- 
counts after he knew he was to be elected a director. He objected on 
principle to auditors being appointed directors. 

The CHarnMan said Mr. Mackenzie was clected an auditor by the 
shareholders with @ perfect knowledge that he was to be a director. 
The motion was then agreed to. 

Mr. Donald Larnach was re-elected a director. Mr. George Christian, 
merchant, of Ceylon, and Mr. C. H. Pickford, merchant, of Calcutta 
and London, were appointed auditors; and Messrs. Turqaand and 
Young official auditors; and a vote of thanks having been given to 





the chairman and directors, and to the officers of the bank, the pro- 
ceedings terminated.
